Tunnel Taps Lake. 


Across and beneath the present | 
outlet of the lake a tunnel 6 by 4% 


feet wide and 115 feet long was 
drilled. The tunnel taps the lake

The dam, costing $82,731, was | 
built as an auxiliary to the $450,000 | 
Cooney dam, which is located on 
Red Lodge creek. 

A four-mile approach roed was 
bulldozed, linking a CCC trail lead- 
ing to the outside world with a point 
on the rim of Rock creek gorge 4,900 
feet from the dam site and about 
1,700 feet lower in elevation. 


From the end of the haul road to 
the dam site the world literally 
stands on end. A cableway about 
3,500 feet long was constructed. The 
shovel used for excavation of the 
dam was dismantled, transported to 
and from the site by cable as were 
the 314-ton trucks which were used.

TALKING SLATE IS 
NEW TELEPHONE AID 


Gadget Makes Record of the 
Voice Like a Dictaphone. 


New York.—A “‘talking slate’? has 
been added to the gadgets you can 
hitch to your telephone. 

It answers calls when you are 
out, giving 7 message you wish.

The ‘‘slate,”’ lich is made of 
steel ribbon, has been perfected in 
the laboratories of the Bell Tele- 
phone company after being experi- 
mented with for 30 years. 

In principle it is somewhat the 
Same as the phonograph record. 
When you speak into the micro- 
phone, your words are transformed 
into electric impulses. These are 
carried along a wire to a pair of 
magnetic poles. The ribbon, a mil- 
limeter wide and two thousandths 
of an inch thick, passes between 
these poles and picks up the im- 
pulses. 

Whereas in a phonograph record 
the impression of the voice appears 
in the form of concentric grooves, 
the impressions of sounds are in- 
visible on the surface of the 
“‘slate’’; they are held in the metal 
by magnetism. 

When the time comes for the 
“‘slate”’ to speak, the ribbon passes 
through another pair of poles and 
the electrical impulses are trans- 
lated back into sounds. 


When one message on the “slate” 
has outworn its usefulness, the rib- 
bon is run through still another set 
of magnets which erase all sign of 
the impulses that had been there.

They 
have proved, too, that they are 
eager to learn how to be helpfull, 
and have bee nwaiting only for a 
|chance when they wouldn’t seem 
too absurd. 

There’s still a great deal of 
| Smiling and poking fun at the 
“paternity classes’. But the facts 
ibehind the situation— the facts 
which te newly instructed father 
may change— are grim indeed. 

Every year more than two mil- 
lion homes in the United States 
await the birth of children. And 
in 105,000 of those families, either 
the mother or the baby dies! 
Physicians agree that thousands 
upon thousands of wives and 
mothers are woefully, dangerously 
ignorant of the rudiments of pre- 
natal and infant care, Only a 
small proportion of them engage 
even a professional nurse. A 
quarter of a million children are 
born every year without the at- 
tendance of qa physician. Half of 
them die! 

Here in America— where our 
“living standards” are highest in 
the world— the maternal death 
rate is shamefully near the top of 
the world’s list. “Inherited indiv- 
valism” is the explanation of one 


doctor. ‘Too many women,” he 
Says, “are prone to regard the 


birth of their children a purely 
personal matter, rather than one 
of social concern, requiring, in a 
high percentage of cases, techni- 
cal care and skill.” 

Perhaps with the advent of the 
“paternity schools’, fathers-to-be 
may take a hand in the matter. 
Perhaps, along with instruction 
on how to warm Junior’s bottle, 
tuck him in at night and doctor 
the croup and colic, husbands will 
learn some vital things about pre- 
natal care of their wives. Ptr- 
haps too many women have re- 
fused to learn for themselves, and 
their husbands may learn for 
them, 

And though the assumption un- 
doubtedly would have been scout- 
ed in any other age, perhaps this 
brand new accent in modern par- 
enthood, based on the good sense 
of husbands and fathers-to-be, 
may succeed in turning the tide 
of America’s staggering matern- 
al homicide record— which wo- 
men have refused and neglected 


to turn for themselves!

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Students Oppose 
Fee Reductions 
At State College 


San Jose State college students 
are not in favor of reducing the 
student body fees, according to a 
recent survey. The poll, conduct- 
ed by Dr. William Poytress’s In- 
stitute of Campus Opinion, dis- 
covered that only thirteen per- 
cent of the college students fav- 
ored a reduction of fees. 

This survey, the first 
kind ever attempted, was con- 
ducted from selective sampling 
of student body files through a 
“ecret method, and results reveal- 
ed that out of 154 polled, 124 of 
the students of 81 percent-—- were 
in favor of retaining the fees as 
they are.
